petual motlon had been discoversd, and
everybody belleved 1t. Charles Redhsffan
of Germantown, announced it early in the
summer and inserted an advertisement In
the pupers. Editorials predicted that to the
triumphs of Pennsylvania in the quadrant’
and steamboat was to be added the accoms
plishment of “thut which for centuries had
ecoupled, perplexed mnd puszled the philes
sophle and experimental world,” a “ooms
pletely and perfectly demonstrated self-
uperating and self-moving machine.” Tha
city became wildly excited. )
